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A BMW driver who drove the wrong 
way across Kingston’s one-way sys¬ 
tem, hit three pedestrians and crashed 
into a double-decker bus last summer 
has been disqualified from driving. 

Shibo Li, 49, who runs Chinese 
Medicine and Acupuncture in Fife 
Road, admitted driving without due 
care and attention when he appeared 
at Lavender Hill Magistrates’ Court in 
December. 

After the crash outside Kingston sta¬ 
tion a woman was airlifted from 
Cromwell Road bus station with se¬ 
vere leg injuries. 

Two other pedestrians were taken to 
Kingston Hospital - one of them a 
refugee from Syria. 

Li told the Guardian this week: “I 
still wish everybody the best. It’s a 
very unfortunate thing. I had a good 
intention to avoid the accident. I must 
accept some responsibility.” 

Li originally blamed a female cyclist 
who he said had “spooked” him after a 
collision in Fife Road. 

He said the day after the crash last 
July: “I was panicked and lost control 
of the car.” 

The woman was injured after going 
across the car’s bonnet, according to 
court papers. 

He said this week: “It’s not always 
the big car or the lorries’ fault to have 
an accident. Sometimes people have 
no time to react. 

“They [cyclists and motorcyclists] 
take risks. 

“If you are cycling very fast then 
people have to stop there to give way. 
They shouldn’t cycle very fast and 
they would have time to stop too.” 

Magistrates disqualified Li, of Mel¬ 
rose Avenue, Wimbledon, from driving 
for six months and fined him £300 
after his appearance on December 10. 

Online, Chasmeister tweeted: “Scary 
to think he could be driving again in 
six months”. And SW33tchilly tweeted: 
“He should be banned of [sic] the 
streets.” 

But another agreed with what Mr Li 
about “freeloader cyclists.”

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Rose woes grow as shows flop

Rose Theatre chief executive 
Robert O’Dowd admitted he 
was disappointed, but not 
surprised after it was re¬ 
vealed the venue made a loss 
of more than £200,000 last 
year. 

The deficit, revealed in the 
annual accounts for 2012-13 
that were released in Decem¬ 
ber, came despite the contin¬ 
ued £500,000 funding from 
Kingston Council and fur¬ 
ther £380,000 from Kingston 
University. 

Mr O’Dowd said several 
underperforming shows - 
including The Vortex, The 
Second Mrs Tanqueray and 
last year’s Christmas show 
Cinderella the Midnight 
Princess - contributed to 
poor box office receipts. 

Ticket sales fell by £190,000 
to £ 1.28m as total income fell 
to £3m from £3.5m the year 
before. 

The flops contributed to a 
trading loss of £204,126 for 
the 2012-13 financial year. 

But Mr O’Dowd said he 
was confident of the theatre 
bouncing back this year, 
when box office sales from 
hit shows including Smack 
Family Robinson and The 
Snow Gorilla will be ac¬ 
counted for. 

Mr O’Dowd said: “It’s not a 
surprise. I was disappointed 
by the performances of 
those three plays. 

“This year it looks like we 
should be in profit, but 
there’s still three months to 
go and a lot can change. 

“I’m feeling much more 
confident that next year’s ac¬ 
counts will show a brighter 
picture. 

“We will then need to build 
on that and make sure 



there’s a sustainable future 
for the Rose. 

“This year, at this moment, 
it’s going in the right 
direction.” 

In the year ending March 
2013, the theatre sold 103,000 
tickets for 21 productions, 
not including one-off events. 

More than 55,000 people 
also attended artistic, educa¬ 
tional and social events. 

But the theatre’s own pro¬ 
ductions - with the excep¬ 
tion of Michael Frayn’s Here 
- were box office flops. 

Mr O’Dowd said: “Theatre 
is tough at the best of times. 

“It is not an easy thing to 
rely on the vagaries of pub¬ 
lic taste. 

“Maybe with The Vortex 
and Mrs Tanqueray, it was a 
case of one melodrama too 
many.” 

The results have led to a 



rethink for the theatre. 

Artistic director Stephen 
Unwin has left after six 
years, and will not be re¬ 
placed. 

Instead, the theatre 
is moving to a pro¬ 
ducer-led model 
- shifting away 
from star 
names and 
choosing titles 
it believes will 
appeal to its 
audience, such 
as Michael 
Frayn’s Don 
key’s Years ai 
Kingston author 
Jacqueline Wil¬ 
son’s Hetty Feather, that will 
both feature this spring. 

The theatre has also ap¬ 
pointed a new head of 
fundraising and has gained 
new corporate partners, 


including restaurants Cote 
and La Tasca. 

It hopes to double the 
turnover of its cafe following 
a deal with the Swallow 
Bakery, and said it 
had already saved 
£180,000 in over¬ 
heads through 
a stringent 
cost control 
programme. 

Kingston 
Council leader 
Liz Green gave 
her backing to 
the Rose, and be¬ 
lieves the annual 
£500,000 funding 
was vaiue for taxpayer 
money. 

She said: “Based on the 
service we receive and the 
benefits to the residents who 
use the theatre, I believe it is 
money well spent.”

Fund lack 
highlighted 

Former Rose Theatre 
artistic director Stephen 
Unwin has claimed the 
lack of funding through 
the Arts Council was one 
of the reasons he decided 
to quit. 

Mr Unwin left this 
month after six years at 
the venue, although he re¬ 
turns in February to direct 
Jane Asher in Moon Tiger. 

He directed both Noel 
Coward’s The Vortex and 
Arthur Wing Pinero’s The 
Second Mrs Tanqueray, 
that both received critical 
acclaim, but underper¬ 
formed at the box office, 
contributing to the the¬ 
atre’s loss. 

Mr Unwin said: “As artis¬ 
tic director, I was responsi¬ 
ble for everything that 
happened onstage. Who di¬ 
rected what is pretty irrel¬ 
evant to the overall issue. 

“Most of my choices 
were very commercial - 
The Importance of Being 
Earnest, A Midsummer 
Night’s Dream, Smack 
Family Robinson - and I 
was sometimes criticised 
for being too popularist. 

“Certainly Noel Coward 
and Pinero are established 
writers who one would 
think would bring in big¬ 
ger audiences. 

“The shortfall is what the 
Rose needs from the Arts 
Council to be able to pro¬ 
duce a broad range of 
sometimes challenging, ar¬ 
tistically interesting work. 

“The lack of that, and my 
three-hour daily commute, 
is why I stood down from 
the Rose, not the box office 
from any individual 
shows.”

An elderly cyclist collapsed 
and died after suffering a 
heart attack in Chessington.

The teenager’s mother, who 
asked not to be named, said 
her son was on his way to 
work when he tried to save the 
cyclist’s life. 

Paramedics from London 
Ambulance and the London 
Air Ambulance also rushed to 
the cyclist’s aid. 

A spokesman for South East 
Coast Ambulance Service 


expressed thanks to the 
teenager for his actions. 

Kingston police were called, 
and said they did not think 
anyone had crashed into 
him. 

A spokesman said: “We do 
not believe that another vehi¬ 
cle was involved. 

“We know the identity of the 


deceased. Formal identifica¬ 
tion awaits.”

A 6.15am Boxing Day sales queue “dis¬ 
turbance” was not shoppers fighting 
each other to get bargains, but a bust-up 
between a Next bouncer and a customer.

Controversial plans to build a 
4,700sq m Tesco, a four-storey 
hotel and 269 flats on a Tolworth 
brownfield site are finally set to 
come before councillors. 

The site, next to Charrington 
Bowl, would also include a 
restaurant, cafe and more than 
200 parking spaces for the flats 
and the supermarket. 

A fifth of the flats would be des¬ 
ignated affordable housing. 

Kingston and Surbiton MP Ed¬ 
ward Davey said: “I think the 
council should reject the plan for 
a Tesco by Tolworth roundabout 
once again. 

“It would make the heavy traffic 
congestion there even worse, not 
to mention the air pollution. 

“We need things like more hous¬ 
ing and new primary schools for 
this area, not another supermar¬ 
ket, and I hope Tesco will finally 
get that message this time.” 

Residents are divided by the 
proposals, submitted a year-and- 
a-half ago, but delayed by 
Transport for London’s (TfL) in¬ 
volvement in the Olympics. 

Kingston Council received 50 
letters of objection, but 87 in 
support. 

Points of opposition included

the new hotel and supermarket 
threatening businesses in 
Tolworth Broadway, an increase 
in traffic and pollution, and the 
belief the designs are out of char¬ 
acter with the surrounding area. 

Supporters said they would wel¬ 
come the generation of new jobs, 
and that the development would 
boost Tolworth’s appeal and lev¬ 
els of trade. 

The Chessington District Resi¬ 
dents’ Association, the Hook Rise 
South Residents’ Association and 
the Kingston Society all oppose 


the plans. 

Councillor Rolson Davies, who 
lives near the site, said: “The last 
time residents were written to 
about this was June 2012. 

“What concerns me, regardless 
of whether one is in favour or 
not, is residents in the area may 
not even know this is coming 
through. That bothers me.” 

TfL objected on safety grounds, 
while council traffic engineers 
said more thought needed to be 
given to the development’s impact 
on nearby roads and residential 
parking. 

Mr Davey raised traffic con¬ 
cerns in 2012 and Tesco 
spokesman Matt Magee said at 
the time: “Purely from an eco¬ 
nomic point of view, we would 
not be investing in an area where 
traffic would prevent people from 
wanting to shop. 

“We cannot operate a store 
where no one will come.” 

Applicant Spenhill is a wholly- 
owned subsidiary of Tesco. 

The company has been involved 
with residential developments 
in Streatham and Woolwich, 
and commercial sites in West 
Bromwich and Sunderland. 

Councillors will discuss the 
plans at a meeting at 7.30pm on 
Wednesday, January 15, at South- 
borough High School.

Mr Lumba’s legal team had sent 
an email detailing the proposal on 
the Friday afternoon before the 
hearing. 

Committee chairman and Nor- 
biton councillor Stephen Brister 
said: “Effectively, the licence hold¬ 
er accepted that [the club] had 
been mismanaged. 


“They didn’t actually put up a 
defence in that sense - they just 
put forward a deal.” 

Mr Hunt, pictured below, had sig¬ 
nalled his intention to run a club 
for over-25s, and said he would 
hold regular meetings with resi¬ 
dents to address their concerns, 
plus hire new staff. 

He told councillors: “There is an 
awful lot of work to be done to get 
this place running right.” 

Michael Bromley-Martin QC, 
representing Mr Lumba, laid the 
blame for the violence at the feet of 
management and outside promot¬ 
er Trio, and claimed the music 
played at Essence during Trio’s 
tenure was “of a kind that attracts 

persons involved in gang 

affiliations in south London in 
particular”. 

The sub-committee’s decision is 
open to appeal for 21 days after a 
decision letter is sent.

Club boss is grilled 
over nightclub brawl 


Councillor Stephen Brister, 
who chaired Monday’s 
meeting, had a forthright 
exchange with Essence 
owner Franco Lumba. 

He said: “It seems that 
you are taking no responsi¬ 
bility. This is not just the 
responsibility of the desig¬ 
nated premises supervisor. 

“As the licence holder, 
you are responsible for 
achieving the licensing ob¬ 
jectives.” 

Mr Lumba said he had 
“stepped back” from the 
business after a 2011 li¬ 
cence condition banned 
him from the day-to-day 
running of Essence. 

He said: “I don’t get in¬ 
volved with it at all. I left 
Des [Murphy, the designat¬ 
ed premises supervisor, 
now sacked] to control it.” 

Mr Lumba’s legal team 
said he had complied “reli¬ 
giously” with the condition 
banning him from day-to- 
day involvement. 

Mr Lumba added he had 
only returned to oversee¬ 
ing his various businesses 
after being acquitted of 
money laundering charges 
last year. 

In August 2013, he was or¬ 
dered to do 240 hours of 
unpaid work after being 
convicted of assaulting an

ex-girlfriend in a hotel car 
park. 

And, in April, he was 
fined £75,000 for “defiant¬ 
ly” ripping up the floor of 
the listed Gala bingo hall. 

Mr Brister said: “The 
criminal convictions [of 
clubbers on the night of the 
brawl] were not stuff like 
shoplifting. 

“The only thing I’m sur¬ 
prised by is this didn’t get 
to us earlier.” 

Coun Brister said that 
Kingston Council should 
look “to make [the bor¬ 
ough] more friendly for the 
30s and above - for people 
who just want to go out for 
a nice drink, go out for a 
meal”.

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I f you want to get fit this new year 
why not venture down to your local 
pilates class and stretch away those 
January blues? 

In the past 10 years pilates has be¬ 
come one of the most popular and effec¬ 
tive forms of exercise on the market, 
writes Jamie Henderson. 

It can help you lose weight, ease back 
pain, tone trouble spots, provide 
ante-natal relief or even recover 
from injury. 

The exercises can be practised on 
a mat or using equipment, but, be¬ 
fore you start, it is vital to learn the 
importance of movement with 
breathing. 

And then as you get better, exer¬ 
cises are combined to create a flow¬ 
ing continuous movement. 

Pilates was designed by Joseph Pi¬ 
lates, a German physical-culturist, 
during the first half of the 20th 
century. 

He believed mental and physical 
health were interrelated and de¬ 
signed a form of full-body exer¬ 
cise, which bolstered the body’s 
core strength and posture. 

The original six principles 
were concentration, con¬ 
trol, centre, flow, 
precision and 
breathing, and 
each facet is key to 
performing the ex¬ 
ercises correctly. 


The discipline focuses primarily on 
what pilates called the “powerhouse”, 
or the group of muscles that begins two 
inches below the navel, goes two inches 
above the navel and then wraps com¬ 
pletely around the front and back - like 
a corset. 

With pilates, no matter what exercise 
you are doing, you are focusing on this 
“powerhouse” area and, unlike yoga, 
strings and pulleys are used to 
create resistance, which aids core 
strengthening. 

Sally Imber, founder of Battersea’s 
the Pilates Practice, says: “Pilates is for 
everybody, no matter what age, sex or 
fitness level. We have clients ranging 
from children through to the elderly. 

“Ten years ago we only really had 
women, but now it is getting close to 
50/50. 

“We work on the really tiny muscles 
that are rarely used, which help im¬ 
prove core stability and we provide in¬ 
dividual advice and teaching. 

“It is vitally important to have a quali¬ 
fied teacher, all of our instructors are 
qualified and we have a maximum of 
four people per class.” 

There are hundreds of pilates classes 
held across the capital each week, but 
remember, the fewer people in your 
class, the more attention you will get 
from the instructor. 

Prices range from £10-£15 for basic tu¬ 
ition and more for private and advanced 
classes.

Fifty per cent of over 50s consider either 
buy-to-let or buy-to-sell property as the 
most attractive investment option when 
planning their family’s financial 
security - ahead of shares, equities, 
antiques or any other type of 
investment. 

That’s according to research carried 
out by buy-to-let specialist Sequre 
Property Investment. 

Sequre found that only 10 per cent of 
over 50s are happier with their plans for 
retirement now than they were five years 
ago.
